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Cops hunt 
for murder 
suspect 

O Police unsure if homicide linked to Amber 
Kirwan’s disappearance O Schools near 
murder scene kept doors locked yesterday 


Police are searching for a murder¬ 
er in the shooting death of a 44- 
year-old Trenton man Tuesday. 

Neighbours called 911 after hear¬ 
ing shots fired in the area of 
Mechanic Street around 8 p.m., said 
New Glasgow police Const. Ken 
MacDonald. 

Officers found the victim dead 
outside a home. Police aren’t releas¬ 
ing his name, but neighbours iden¬ 
tified the man as Eddie Phalen, who 
had moved into a home on the 
street just a few months earlier 
with his wife and four children. 

Police blocked off the street and 
checkpoints were set up on all 
entrances to Trenton. Police spoke 
to each driver, but MacDonald 
refused to comment on what they 
were looking for. 

New Glasgow police turned over 
the lead on the murder investiga¬ 
tion to the RCMP’s major crime unit 
yesterday, saying they simply did¬ 


n’t have the resources to manage 
both the murder and the disap¬ 
pearance of missing teen Amber 
Kirwan, who hasn’t been seen since 
Oct. 9. 

The murder left area residents 
shaken. Tiffany MacDonald’s father 
lives next door to the house where 
the murder occurred. 

“I was at my boyfriend’s place 
down the road when I heard the 
gunshots,” she said. 

The shot, she said, was “really 
loud.” She added it sounded like a 
rifle shot. 

“People here, the whole neigh¬ 
bourhood is veiy shocked. It’s hard 
to grasp,” she said. “First, Amber 
went missing and then all this hap¬ 
pening at once — this kind of thing 
doesn’t happen here. I always con¬ 
sidered it a safe place.” 

An autopsy was scheduled in 
Halifax late yesterday.

Charges laid 
in summer 
arson case 

Police charged two 21-year- 
old men from Dartmouth 
and Middle Sackville with 
arson and mischief this 
week stemming from an 
incident last summer. 

“I’m elated,” said Robin 
Barrett, owner of Barrett’s 
Firewood, about an arrest 
being made in the case. 

The RCMP and HRP said 
the suspects set a truck on 
fire at Barrett’s Lumber in 
Beaver Bank around 2 a.m. 
on June 12. 

When police and fire 
fighters arrived, the vehi¬ 
cle was engulfed in flames. 

Firefighters 

extinguished the blaze, 
but the truck was 
extensively damaged. 

“The people who did 
this are from outside the 
community,” said Barrett. 
“So I’m really optimistic 
that we won’t see anything 
of the magnitude that 
we’ve seen in the last cou¬ 
ple of years.” 

The residents in Beaver 
Bank aren’t strangers to 
vandalism. Two communi¬ 
ty centres in the area were 
hit by arsonists in Septem¬ 
ber and October last year. 

RCMP spokesman Con¬ 
st. Soctt MacRae said it is 
unknown if the incidents 
are related to the truck 
fire.

‘No signs of foul play’ in skydiver’s death: Police 


Beware Halloween stores 
so shoddy, it’s scary 
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The dark world of Mexico’s cops 

O Policing in Monterrey, Mexico, has become risky business O This year so far, 100 officers have been killed 
O Metro delves into the world of Mexico’s law enforcers and spends a day with them to learn how they work

MONTERREY, MEXICO 


Being a cop in Monterrey 
is considered a high-risk 
profession. The police in 
the capital of Mexico’s 
northeastern state of Nue¬ 
vo Leon receive constant 
death threats from drug- 
gang members and then 
do battle with them on 
the streets. Some extort 
money from citizens to 
make up for their meagre 
wages. Others receive pay¬ 
ments from traffickers 
and become a halcon, or 
hawk, a kind of cartel in¬ 
formant. 

If a cop doesn’t comply 
with warring narcotic car¬ 
tels, he’ll be targeted and 
removed. So far this year, 
100 law enforcers have 
been killed either by gun¬ 
fire or grenade explo¬ 
sions. 

At 7 p.m., we join a 
squadron in a local police 
station in downtown Mon¬ 
terrey. The team of three 
men and a woman begin 
patrolling Vista Hermosa, 
the Jewish quarter of the 
city until 7 a.m. At the 
doors to a convenience 
store, the guards stand on 
duty while eating some 
snacks. They carry high- 
calibre weapons and are 
protected by bulletproof 
vests. They drive an 
amped-up pickup truck. 

Drinking on the street, 
grand and petty theft, 
damage to personal and 
commercial property and 
carrying weapons are the 
most common crimes in

one night. On a quiet 
night, this station receives 
up to seven complaints of 
grand theft auto.

In truth, it appears 
what comes out of your 
pocket could be the real 
difference between life or 
death, as we found out in 
our night in the police 
station’s jail cells.

From the first minute I 
knew I was going into 
the local police station 
in downtown Monter¬ 
rey my nerves went 
wild. By the back 
entrance, prisoners ar¬ 
rive, mostly for minor 
offences or positive al¬ 
cohol tests. 

Out of a group of 
two men and one 
women, all of whom 
seem to be friends, one 
man is free to go. The 
30-something is told 
his friends could be set 
free if they each pay 
$150. If not, 12 hours 
in the cells. 

Beside the front 
door of the police sta¬ 
tion is an ATM from 
where he could get the 
money. 

The police do not 
lose sight of the guy. 

He pays the fine; how¬ 
ever, the police ask 
him to accompany 
them. They go down to 
the basement. 

There, another offi¬ 
cer asks for an increase 
in payment to speed 
up the release of his 
friends. 

“How much is it?” 
the guy asks. “How 
much do you have?” 
the policeman replies. 

The young man of¬ 
fers $37, but the police 
say they will not 
accept anything less 
than $225. 

Again the police es¬ 
cort him to the ATM 
and ask if he has more 
money. 

The man says his ac¬ 
count has reached the 
limit and he can’t 
withdraw more cash. 

In the end, the 24- 
year-old girl is set free. 
It takes two hours for 
the second guy to be 
released.

A 48-year-old mother of 
two pleaded guilty yester¬ 
day to running a bawdy 
house.

A publication ban pre¬ 
vents publishing any infor¬ 


mation identifying people 
at the heart of the high-pro¬ 
file case, including the 
woman’s children, who 
were 11 and 17 at the time 
of her arrest and lived in 
the home. A system was in 
place to ensure the younger 
child wasn’t there when 
clients visited, court heard. 

Following two weeks of 
surveillance, a police raid 
led to the seizure of busi¬ 
ness records showing the 
woman employed upwards 
of 12 sex-trade workers 
across various periods start¬ 
ing in early 2008. 

The records included 
schedules of workers’ vari¬ 
ous shifts, along with finan¬ 
cial ledgers and Internet 
chat logs.

Murat Sonmez’s mother, 
wife and four daughters 
were crushed to death in 
their Ercis, Turkey, home 
by the 7.2-magnitude 
earthquake, leaving him 
so distraught he found it 
difficult to speak. 

While media coverage 
has centred on tales of 
against-the-odds rescues 
including a two-weelc-old 
baby girl who was pulled 
alive from the rubble, 
most stories of the 



trapped have ended the 
way that Sonmez knows, 
with death and unfath¬ 
omable pain for those left 
behind. 

“I was not at home,” 
Sonmez said, lapsing into 
silence at times yesterday. 
“God gave them, God took 
them away. I can’t find 
anything to say. 

“I can’t describe my 
pain,” he said as he stood 
by a levelled four-story 
apartment building. 


He listed the dead: 32- 
year-old wife Meral, four 
daughters — two-year-old 
Nisa Nur, seven-year-old 
Meryem, 12-year-old Asli 
and 15-year-old Meral — 
and his 65-year-old moth¬ 
er, Hatice. They lived on 
the second floor, above 
some businesses. The 
third and fourth floors 
were occupied by Son¬ 
mez’s brother and father, 
who managed to escape.

Two surveys, same worries 

O Consumer confidence hits lowest level since 2009, points indicate 


Consumer confidence has 
dipped to levels last report¬ 
ed two and a half years ago 
during the depths of the re¬ 
cession, as Canadians grap¬ 
ple with higher everyday 
costs, record debt and fears 


of major downturn. 

The Conference Board of 
Canada said yesterday that 
its index of consumer confi¬ 
dence fell 3.3 points to 71.8. 
The index, based on a sur¬ 
vey conducted this month, 


is measured against a read¬ 
ing of 100 in 2002. A sepa¬ 
rate survey by the Royal 
Bank of Canada garnered 
the same results. 

Both come as Canadians 
deal with higher prices for 


gasoline, food and clothing, 
record debt spurred by ul¬ 
tra-low interest rates, and 
stock market turmoil that 
has eroded nest eggs amid 
signs of slowing economic

The idea of 
lclezmer 
music re¬

So when I first heard 
about a seven-piece 
lclezmer band from Hali¬ 
fax, I was intrigued. 

Gypsophilia, a band 
made of seven individual 
artists thrown together, as 
described by guitarist Ross 
Burns, first performed by 
chance at the 2004 Halifax 
Jazz Festival. 

“It was just supposed to 
be one gig but enough 
people were into it, asking 
when we were going to 


play again so it started to 
seem as though we actual¬ 
ly had a band,” he said. 
“One of the things that 
comes with playing to¬ 
gether is maturity and a 
better sense of strengths 
and weaknesses.” 

Seven years later, and 
two albums and an ECMA 
to boot, it seems Gyp¬ 
sophilia proves good 
things don’t happen by ac¬ 
cident. 

Merging seven, individ¬ 
ual artists is no easy feat, 


however Burns admits it’s 
the variety of talent that 
provides the group with 
its versatility. 

“With a band of seven 
people there are a lot of 
different backgrounds rep¬ 
resented, so as far as what 
people bring to our sound, 
it creates a flow and mix¬ 
ture,” he said. 

Pulling his weight in 
the group, Burns taps into 
his background to inspire 
his composition Montreal, 
found on their latest al¬
